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EW tourist trains, com- 
fortable and well 
appointed, have been speci- 
ally constructed by the 
Queensland Government Rail- 
ways for service on the Sunshine Route to the 
Wonderland of the North. An innovation associ- 
ated with the construction is the use of roller 
bearings; these were the first complete trains in 
Australia to be so equipped. Frameless glass 
windows afford passengers the maximum amount 
of vision, and the adoption of the semi-elliptic 
roof provides increased ceiling height, which is 
especially beneficial in sleeping-cars. Roofs and 
floors are specially treated, to reduce noise and 
afford greater comfort during hot weather. Iced 
water is available in every car, and hot-water 
containers also are provided. First-class coaches 
are panelled with polished Queensland red cedar 
and tastefully upholstered with red chrome leather. 
Each sleeping cabin has two spacious berths, a 
wardrobe and locker for each passenger, a writing 
table and other conveniences. Second-class sleep- 
ing cars are panelled with varnished Queensland 
pine and upholstered with red Fabrex. Each 
cabin has three berths and is fitted with wash 
basin, hinged table, etc. The lounge car, which 
is attached to the rear of the train and is available 
for use free of charge by first-class sleeping-car 
passengers, is equipped with revolving arm chairs, 
as well as folding chairs for use on the observation 
platform. In the dining car every provision has 
been made to assure satisfactory cuisine and ser- 
vice, and passengers are served at tables arranged 
alongside wide-visioned windows. A journey by 
the Sunshine Express means carefree travel.

number of the islands — some tiny cays, others towering pine-forested isles. Heron Island, in the 
Capricorn group of cays, is noted for its extensive coral reefs, which teem with fascinating marine 
life. Access is by rail to Gladstone, and then by a sea-going launch to the. island. Lindeman Island, 
which offers magnificent island-studded seascapes, is situated a little south of beautiful Whitsunday 
Passage. It is reached by steamer or by rail to Mackay. Service cars connect with a launch at Seaforth. 
Day Dream, Hayman, Long, and South Molle Islands are emerald gems set amid all the 
enchantment of Whitsunday Archipelago. They may be reached by steamer, or by rail to Proserpine 
and then by service car and launch. Magnetic Island, and a little more distant Palm Islands, are 
reached from Townsville. Tully is the point of embarkation for Dunk Island. Motor cars connect 
with the launch at the Hull River landing.

Special stopover privileges are 
granted to passengers travelling to Cairns on 
tourist concession tickets allowing break of 
journey en route. Further details may be

For those who cannot afford the time for 
a break of journey at Rockhampton the 
Queensland Government Tourist Bureau 
arranges a twenty-minutes motor tour of 
Rockhampton while the Sunshine Express is 
at that station. Bookings for the tour may be 
arranged at any office of the Bureau or with 
the conductors en route. Cost of tour is two 
shillings. 

Hot and cold plunge and shower baths 
and dressing rooms are provided adjacent to the 
Refreshment Rooms at Brisbane Central, 
Rockhampton, and Townsville for the conveni- 
ence of passengers. Shower baths for male 
passengers are also available at Mackay.
